On the 18th of next month an election is to 
take place which is known as a “recall election. 
It is tinder the provision of law which permits 
the constituents of public officials to exercise 
the right to terminate their terms of office be­ 
fore the regular time. 
It is a very unusual procedure, and is only 
used in the most serious cases. 
In an ordinary 
election the voter simply exercises a decision 
between two candidates to fill the particular 


terwards, in some cases, we would be sure

In this matter at issue where the council

Hence, 
they were at all times subject at any moment 
themselves to the rule of the majority, so it 
finally simmers down to the point of exercis­ 
ing the “recall” because we may differ from the 
councilmen in their judgment in this specific 
case. 
Frankly, we will here go on record that we 
will never vote to eliminate a man from public 
office through this “recall” because his judg­ 
ment on a specific public proposition and the 
exercise of his right differs from ours. 
Wei 
might vote against him at a regular election for 
this or for any other or for no reason, but we 
cannot aid in placing an indelible mark upon 
him simply because he «has had sufficient man­ 
hood and stamina to differ from us upon a 
public question, in fact, we are led rather to 
admire him even if we do üiffer from him. 
W e récall that many years ago James A. Gar­ 
field, then Congressman from northern Ohio, 
voted contrary in Congress to a large petition 
of -his constituents upon some question related, 
as we recall, to the tariff. 
H e returned to his 
constituents for a contest for renomination and 
election. 
The convention met in the city of 
Painesville. 
Mr. Garfield was called to answer. 
H e closed his answer in something like these 
words : 
I know I voted contrary to the wishes of a 
great 
many of you 
upon th at occasion. 
If 
you desire a representative al W ashington who 
m ust go against hie reason and abdicate his 
judgm ent at any moment to a large num ber 
with personal interests who arc opposed to a 
particular act, you will have to elect someone 
else. 
I cannot keep my self-respect and do it. 
He departed from the hall. 
H e heard a 
great roar. 
He thought that it was a roar of 
condemnation and was utterly amazed when he 
readied the hotel and the committee hastened 
to him to tell him that he had been renominated 
by acclamation. 
That district honored itself 
by that action. 
To have done otherwise would 
have kept James A. Garfield, one of the keen­ 
ed Mid ablest presidents we ever had, out of the 
W hite House.

Perhaps it would be a good idea for the 
members of the school board to make an in­ 
vestigation-—-a thorough one, like the grand 
jury did. 
Ihe board plans to abandon the buildings 
after the school year which means, when summed 
up, if the children should not be permitted to 
enter next fall, they should not now.
